By the middle of May, with the 
partisans inflicting heavy losses, 
the Germans began to bring in re- 
inforcements, including the entire 
air force at their disposal. 

At this point, the partisans re- 
treated considerably, giving up a 
number of towns won in their own 
midwinter offensive. 


Major fighting raged along the 
left banks of the rivers Tara, Pivo 
and Drina; on the mountain of 
Sinjavino; and along the Gassko- 
Fotza sector. 

In the third phase of the fight- 
ing, the partisans took the offensive 
and pierced the enemy blockade, 
despite enormous difficulties, short- 
ages of food, and medical supplies 
fo the wounded. 

The Axis encirclement on the 
Piva and Suleska rivers was cracked, 
and the arc, Fotza-Kalinovic, to 
the Sarajevo-Vishegrad railway wes 
opened up. 

“Free Yugoslavia’s” communique 
credits a number of factors for the 
partisan success. First, is the lofty 
ideal for which the Peoples Army 
is fighting. Second is the long initial 
period of fighting in which the 
Axis troops lost heavily with the 
“Prince Eugen” stofm-troopers, and 
the so-called Devil's division, the 
369th, as well as the 118th German 
division losing up to 50 per cent of 
their strength. 

The third factor is the response 
of guerrilla units everywhere in 
Yugoslavia to the appeal from Tito, 
the supreme commander-in-chief, 
for greatly intensified general sa-
